gian scientist, Dr. Kulebko, who has suc- 
ceeded in restoring rhythmical beating of 
the heart in dead animals. After he had 
made the experiment a hundreds times on 
rabbits, cats, dogs and other animals, he 
tried the heart of a man who had died 
of typhoid fever after protracted agony. 


Dr. Kulebko Makes a Discovery Which Shows That Drowned or Suffo- 
cated Individuals May Nearly Alwzys’ Be Revived, 
With Proper Efforts. 


The doctor has constructed an apparatus 
by means of which he introduces a certain 
fluid into the beart and registers its beat- 
ing. In quadruplex the heart began to beat 
after as much as 19 hours after death; tn 
the thirds, after three days. The apparatus 
proved too small for the man’s heart, so 
Dr. Kulebko tried it upon the hearts of 
children taken from their bodies two days 
after death. He was about to give up 
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: “alive” 
about an hour, then ceased to beat. 

The doctor’s repeated experiments have 
shown that it takes longer to revive the 
human heart than the hearts of animals. 
Even with his rude instruments, he has 
succeeded in reviving hearts two days af- 
ter death. When the instruments are im- 
proved the beatings certainly will continue 
longer than an hour. At present the dis- 
covery is practically valuable in proving be- 
yond doubt that attempts to revive drowned 
or suffocated individuals have not been car- 
ried on long enough, and should not be 
desisted from before many heurs have 
passed.

Foreign Exchange Has a 
Further Recovery. 


FOLLOWED TREASURY’S MOVE 


TENSION OF THE MONEY MARKET 
RELEASED. 


How the Strike Situation Affected the 
Market Cannot Be Told Until 
Some Weeks Have 
Passed. 


Special to the Post-D'spatch, 

NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—The Evening Post 
says: 

The bank statement was about what was 
expected. The present excess reserve, even 
with the $3,900,000 increase, is far below the 
average for this period; but. of course, it 
will be increased again next week. 


On the Stock Exchange profit taking was 
heavy and general, both before and after 
the bank statement appeared. Selling grew 
rather heavy at tho c.iose, which was gen- 
erally weak. A noteworthy incident of the 
day was a further recovery in foreign ex- 
change, sight sterling ‘nearly touching 4.86. 
This is as direct a response to the treas- 
ury’s cash disbursements as was the sim- 
ilar movement of exchange last autumn 
and In the autumn of 1899. 
It is a fair moot point how far the strike 
situation was a governing element in the 
recent any | market dentiock. The ques- 
tion cannot be passed on at once and final- 
ly it must be judged in the light of the 
next few weeks’ events. The money mar- 
ket has certainly relaxed its tension. it 
has done so @’ter a violent purging pro- 
cess, In the course of which much of the 
season’s earlier excesses have been cor- 
rected. 
The situation has certainly changed in 
some resvects for the better, but to what 
extent must yet be tested. The week's 
whole episode throws into much confusion 
discussion of the treasury’s measures. 
The position of an American finance min- 
ister in the face of a money market storm 
Is extremely trying. Whichever way he 
r.oves there are pitfalls, yet inaction it- 
self may at times have serious consequen- 
ces. He cannot always easily discover ex- 
actly what is the quarter from which the 
cry for relief is heard and the keenest of- 
ficial judgment will sometimes read the 
situation wrongly. Th:g Q:2cretary Shaw 
has judged it with a s ere and honest 
wish to do what was best in a possible 
emergency. there is no ground for doubt. 
There are several facts in the situation, 
however, which cannot be ignored. 
The final measures of the treasury have 
been greeted, not by a sigh of grateful 
relief from hard rressed commercial insti- 
tutions, but by an outbreak of wild specu- 
lation on the Stock Exchange. As in the 
case of the {ill-judged expedients of relief 
in the summer of 1890, the devil is ur- 
chained. 
Furthermore, it Is hardly open to ques- 
tion that the sudden disbursements from 
the treas'iry decrea3%e very greatly the pros- 
pect of genuine relief from Furope and add 
to the possibility of an early gold move- 
ment from here.

WATER WAS A DEADLY POISON. 


Inhabitants of a Mexican Town Killed 
by the Wholesale. 

EL PASO, Tex., Oct. 18—A mining man 
from Mapimi, Mexico, gives an authentic 
account of the recent wholesale poisoning 
of the inhabitants there by drinking water 
from a tank containing arsenic. He said 
the report that the water was from a 
spring was a fabrication sent out to cover 
the real cause of the numerous deaths. 

“The drinking water had been taken from 
the river,’’ said the man, who was at 
Mapini when tne deaths occurred, ‘“‘but the 
water in it had become so low that the peo- 


ple commenced securing their water rom 
the stérage tank beneath the smelter. This 
water was impregnated with arsenic and 
poisonous es and was fatal to those who 
drank it. undreds died and the effect wag 
demoralizing. Part of the smelter and 
mines were closed down on account of a 
shortage in men. The death rate was ‘so 
high men and women fell dead in the 
streets. One day there were 27 deaths, and 
the lowest number, about 10 a day, until the 
people found out what was killing them.”’

NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—Advices received 
this afternoon by the consul-general of 
Venezuela from President Castro’s secre- 
tary says: 

“Gen, Castro communicates sweeping 
victory after seven days’ baftie. Three 
thousand casualties in the rebel camp. 
Publish news.”’ 

This marks the conclusion of the great- 
est battle Venezuela has ever known. 

The forces pitted against each other were 
the armies of Gen. Castro, the recognised 
head of the republic, and Gen. Matos, head 
of the revolutionary movement. 

For several days the battle raged, with 
Gen. Castro and his army all but van- 
quished. 

The battle took place near Victoria, on 
the western coast of Venezuela. 

The army of President Castro is sald to 
have numbered 4100 men with —_ 

Gen. Matos, leader of the revolution, and 
Gen. Mendoza were not present when the 
fight began. The only rebel generals engaged 
were Generals Guevara, Torres, Crespo and 
Antonio Fernandez, who had with them 
about 3100 men, representing the advance 
guard of the revolutionists. . 

President Castro twice led a charge in 
person, and showed great courage and cool- 
ness. His lieutenant, Gen. gong ta 
was at One time at the West Point Military 
Academy, was motally wounded, The goy- 
ernment forces had 247 men killed, while 
the revolutionists lost 310 men. Among the 
latter was Gen. evara.

FAMOUS ITALIAN 


BANDIT, 1S DYING 


Brigand Gone Mad in Prison 
at Elba Island. 


THE IDOL OF THE PEASANTS 


DEFIED ITALY’S SOLDIERS AND 
POLICE FOR TWO YEARS. 


His Capture Came Through the Agency 
of a Shepherd Boy, Who Did Not 
Know the Identity of the 
Man He Betrayed. 


ROME, Oct. 19.—Musolino, the Robin 
Hood of Italy, is dying in prison on Elba 
Island. He has gone mad from confine- 


ment. Thus ends the romantic career of 
the most famous brigand the world has 
ever known. 

When Musolino is gone Italy will have 
lost a genius, whether a good genius or no. 
He will live in the memory of his country 
as the one bandit who harmed only those 
who harmed him, 

Musolino’s was a life in which good and 
evil were strangely mingled. He had vanity, 
generous impulses, a keen sense of justice, 
fierce hatred of enemies and extreme con- 
tempt for law. 

Musolino robbed the rich and gave the 
plunder to the poor. As a result he was 
idolized by the peasants of all Italy, and 
through his own intelligence and the aid 
of the populace he defied the power of @ 
nation’s military and police force. 

After eluding detachments of nearly 2000 
carabinieri for nearly two years, with 100,- 
000 lire ($20,000) on his head, he was taken 
by a shepherd boy who did not know the 
identity of the man he led into the author- 
ities’ hands. 


ESCAPED FROM PRISON. 

Musolino was arrested Oct. 16, 1900. He 
was then an escaped convict, having bro- 
ken out of prison two years before with 
the aid of three cell companions whom he 
forced to assist him in his plans for free- 
dom. 

Gifted with extraordinary muscular force, 
and with a subtle audacity, the condemned 
man who was confined in the jail of Ger- 
ace Marina meditated long upon means of 
escape. His companions, of a more tirnid 
disposition, were afraid to enter into his 
schemes, knowing that capture meant cer- 
tain death. But Musolino, with his impe- 
rious will, dominated over their fears and 
persuaded them to second his plans, 

Little by little the men made a hole in 
the prison wall hiding the stones and mor- 
tar in their mattresses when the hour for 
the guard’s “round’’ came and the hole it- 
self by placmg the edge of the mattress 
against it. 

When the opening was ready they made 
a ladder from their bed clothing, which 
they tore into strips, and on the night of 
Jan. 8, 1991, they scaled the wal encircling 
the prison yard and lowered themselves 
into the streat, 

Musolino escaped for a purpose. Ho 
broke jail to kill the man who had caused 
his incarceration. 


SENTENCED UNJUSTLY. 


Whether he deserved life in a bastile on 
general principles, the imprisonment from 
which he had just freed himself was on an 
unjust charge. 

The bandit’s father was an inn keeper 
in Santo Stefano. Musolino was sitting 
in his parent’s tavern one night when a 
man named Vincenza Zoccali, with whom 
he had had a slight altercation the day 
before, entered the shop and, under pre- 
text of celebrating their reconciliation, in- 
vited him to come outside.

A cousin of Musolino’s arrived 
in time to save his life, and Zocalli and his 
companions fied. 

Zocalli, when he was arrested the next 
day, filed a charge with the syndic of the 
village to the effect that when he opened 
ails barn door the night before he was 
dred upon from the thicket, the shot plerc- 
ing his hat. He declared that when he 
hastened to the spot from which the shot 
came he was attacked by Musolino and 
wounded In the struggle that ensued. 

Zocalli had worked his plans well and 
in the trial which followed, despite con- 
vincing evidence in Musolino’s favor, the 
bandit was convicted and sentenced to 
serve 21 years in the prison of Gerace Ma- 
rina. 

When the verdict was pronounced in the 
crowded courtroom Musolino’s beautiful 
young cousin, Carmela, who had been pres- 
ent throughout the trial, swooned and fell 
upon the floor, She never regained con- 
sciousnes3. 


SWORE TO SLAY HIS FOES. 


Musolino, pale from suppressed emotion, 
raised his hands and face toward heaven. 
Turning to Zocalltt he cried: 

“Pray that I be spared to live through 
this sentence or that I escape from prison, 
for 1 swear before God if I do I will kin 
you, Zocalll, and every member of your 
family. 

The threat was no sterile bravado. 

On the night of his escape after a tramp 
of 30 hours over mountains covered with 
snow, he and his three essociates arrived 
in the vicinity of Santa Stefano, overcome 
by cold, hunger and fatigue.

Mary Keck Telephoned a 
Short Message. 


SWEETHEART CAME 
WITH MOTHER 


HIS STORY DIFFERS FROM THAT 
OF MRS. KECK. 


Says Telephone Message Said ‘Tell 
Thomas Broguernier to Meet Me 
Today—It’s the Last Time 
He’ll See Me.”’ 


Mary Keck, a 16-year-old girl of an excel- 
lent family in South St. Louts, committed 
suicide in O’Fallon Park yesterday after- 
noon in a most mysterious manner, leaving 
no message. 

Her mother, by a pecullar train of cir- 
cumstances, arrived at the scene just after 
the girl had taken carbolic acid, and clasped 
her child in her arms before death came. 

With the mother was a young man, 
Thomas Bragurnier, whose story of the 
circumstances preceding the _ suicide is 
materially different from that of Mrs. Keck. 

Mrs. Mary Keck and her six children, in- 
cluding Mary, the eldest, have lived for 
several years. at 8424 Minnesota avenue. 
The house is neat and tidy and shows 
evidences of womanly refinement. 


Mary’s Father Died 

in the Klondike. 

Nine years ago the Kecks came from 
Germany and four years ago Mr. Keck 
went to the Klondike to seek his fortune. 
He perished in an avalanche. Since then 
Mrs. Keck has supported her family with 
the aid of Mary, who took employment. 

Up to four weeks ago the girl worked in 
Friedman Bros’. shoe factory at 3436 Lo- 
cust street. 

She was a very pretty girl, appearing 
several years older than she was. Of a re- 
tiring disposition, she seldom went out. Oc- 
casionally of late ‘she has been in the 
company of Thomas Bragurnier, who lives 
nearby, at 8501 Reilly street. 

Bragurnier is about 25 years old and a 
handsome fellow. He is a machinist, em- 
ployed: by the Credit Manufacturing Co., 
at 2200 Washington avenue. 

Friday morning at 10 o’clock Mary Keck 
left home to answer an advertisement for 
girls to demonstrate a breakfast food. Ap- 
plicants were to call at 211 South Seventh 


| street, 


The girl told her mother Where she in- 
tended going and asked for carfare. Mrs. 
Keck told Mary to help herself to the 
money, and the girl took about half a dol- 
lar in. change. 

Mary Wrote a 
Mysterious Letter. 

She did not return at night, and Mrs. 
Keck was greatly distressed. Saturday 
morning Mrs. Keck received a letter from 
her daughter, dated Oct. 18, which sur- 
prised her exceedingly. It read: 

“Dear Mamma and Sisters—I will leave 
at 4 o'clock today for New Orleans, to sell 
a breakfast food. Will come back in two 
months. 

“With kisses and love. From Mary.” 

Mrs. Keck at once proceeded to the of- 
fice of the firm that had inserted the ad- 
vertisement. She took with her a picture 
of Mary. The persons in charge of the 
office stated that they had employed two 
girls, but they were unable to say whether 
or not one of them was the original of the 
picture: they said they were not sure, 

Mrs. Keck returned home, not knowing 
what to do in the matter. Later in the 
day she met Thomas Bragurnier Last 
nicht Mrs Keck told the Post-Dispatch 
how she happened to go to O’Fallon Park. 

“Thomas Bragurnier,”’ she said, “told me 
that he had an appointment to meet Mary 
in O'Fallon Park at 3:30 o’clock. We went 
up to the park together.”’ 


about 9:30 o’clock yesterday morning a tele- 
phone message was received for him at the 
office wheer he is employed, which he did 
not see until 12:30. It read, he said:

The young man was so widely known in 
the vicinity of his home and was of such 
examplary habits that nearly every one in 
oat part of the city is interested in finding 


After he had been gone a day or two the 
police began a systematic search, which 
ended with the city limits. 

As times passed and Riley’s mother be- 
came almost delirious in. her grief, the de- 
termination to find the young man or ascer- 
tain his fate grew strong among his ac- 
quaintancés. 

It is said that nearly every soldier at 
Jefferson Barracks is personally acqua'nted 
with Riley. The soldiers have formed 
searching parties and are trying to unravel 
the mystery.

Believing that the miners’ convention will 
vote to resume work, the operators have 
ordered the fans and blowers to be started 
immediately, in order that the mines may 
he cleared by Monday or Tuesday, so that 
work can be begun. 

The miners are offering no interference 
to engineers and pump men now engaged 
in this work. 

The miners and merchants in the region 

affected by the sirike anticipate most pros- 
perous times for the next two or three 
years. 
“Tt is said that the operators are 30,000,000 
tons short in their coal supply, which means 
steady work for two years, at least. Work- 
ing full time means the-greatest prosperity 
for the entire region. 

Merchants expect to more than realize 
what they lost because of business stagna- 
tion caused by the strike. 

During their enforced idleness, the miners 
have spent little. Their support has been 
in the shape of orders for groceries and 
other necessities of life from their unions. 
They have paid no rent, and, as many of 
them own their own homes, this will be but 
a an obligation when they return to 
work. 

More than $12,000,000 is distributed 
throughout the region every five months 
while the miners are at work and this will 
enable some of the merchants who have 
been forced almost into bankruptcy to re- 
cover. It will require ‘full time’’ for the 
soon of the region to get their feet 
again. 

The actual money loss to the miners has 
been overrated. In view of the fact that 
they work on an average of only three and 
a half days a week ordinarily, the time lost 
during the strike’ means only the loss of 
pay for half that time.

Fortune Is Being Spent on 
Lolita Armour. 


VIENNA SURGEONS OPERATE 


INCUBATOR SHELTERED HER 
EARLY INFANCY. 


Later a Congenital Deformity of the 
Hip Joint Was Discovered, Which 
$100,000 Is Being Expended 
to Remove. 


Special Cotrespondence Sunday Post-Diapatch. 

CHICAGO, Oct., 17.—Millions.ef people 
will watch with sympathy during the.next 
few months a remarkable battie, made 
by wealth and science, for the life and res- 
toration to health of pretty Nttle Lolita Ar- 
mour, the most famous incubator baby in 
the world and heiress to $20,000,000, 4 

Lolita is 5 years old, and is the only child 
of Mr. and Mrs. J. Ogden Armour of Chi- 
cago. Since the day of her birth science, 
brought to her aid at the command of her 
fathér, who counts no expenditure extrava- 
gant if it holds out the promise of her im- 
provement, has been enlisted in the affort 
to give her health and strength. 

The extremely serious nature of the latest 
development of her affliction haga led Mr. 
Armour to summon Prof. Adolf Lorens and 
Dr. Friederich Mueller, the former of the 
University of Vienna and the most skilled 
expert on deformities of the bones that has 
ever lived. They have made a journey of 
nearly 1000 miles, performed an op. 
eration, which, it is hoped, will 
make little Lolita Armour as vigorous and 
healthy a baby as any child of her age in 
the land. It is estimated: that this one op- 
eration will coat Mr. Armour between $75,- 
090 and,$100, 000. 

This was the second operation  per- 
formed on this famous grandchild of the 
late Philip D. Armour. : 

Lolita was born in August, 1896. At her 
birth the little girl was so frail and delicate 
that it was decided immediately that she 


circumstances. 


Grew and Thrived 
in Incubator. 

An incubator was secured and for several 
weeks the baby, weighing at first less than 
three pounds, was cared.for under the re- 
markable new system invented just two 
years before her birth for bringing prema- 
turely born infants to a state where they 
can battle with the ordinary conditions of 
life. 

In the incubator and under the extremely 
careful nursing that little Lolita got durtng 
these first anxious, critical weeks, she be- 
gan to grow and finally to thrive. Two 
skilled nurses were constantly In attend- 
ance. 

When her full term of confinement in the 
strange, modern foster-mother of iron and 
giass was completed and the baby was pro- 
nounced able to stand the effects of the 
varying temperatures and atmospheric con- 
ditions of a room, she was a healthy look- 
ing child, seemingly without a flaw. 

It was soon noticed, however, that she 
mever tried to stand on her feet like other 
babies, but, on the contrary, screamed witb 
pain whenever her weight was thrown on 
them. The doctors were puzzled, but hoped 
that it was merely a baby weakness that 
she would shortly outgrow. 

When Lolita was 2 years old Xray photo- 
graphs were taken by the troubled physt- 
cians of her pain-wrecked little body, and 
then the cause of thr trouble was revealed. 
There was a dislocation of the bones of the 
legs. The femurs, or thigh bones, fell short 
by a considerable distance of the sockets 
in the pelvic bone, where they should rest. 

The famous surgeon Dr. John Ridlon was 
called in, and for six months he studied 
every phase of the pecullar case. 


First Operation . 
Two Years Ago. 

At the end of that time he announced 
that he would perform an operation. This 
he did on New Year’s Eve two years ago. 
The patient was given an anesthetic and 
the bones were forced into perfect articula- 
tion. . ' 

Then the frail body was incase@ in a 
mold of plaster of paris, which was to 
remain on for five or six months. 

The operation, however, preved disap- 
pointing, and it was soon evident that only 
one leg had yielded properly to the treat- 
ment. 

Mrs. Armour, mother of little Lolita, was 
Miss Lolita Sheldon, a native of Suffield, 
Conn., but at the time of. Mr, Armour’s 
courtship a resident of New York. She fs 
of old Spanish stock, and ig a beautiful! 
brunette of the Castilian type, with jet 
black hair, dark eyes and regular, almost 
classical, features. The little Lolita prom- 
ises to be strikingly like her beautiful 
mother, for she has her dark hair and 
eyes.

Little Lolita has cost her father a gener- 
ous part of his immense fortune in her 
five years of evistence.

When the long and painful tnclosure in 
plaster is over and little Lolita is once 
more restored to bodily freedom, whether 
it be partial or complete, her care in but 
six years will therefore have cost her fathsr 
not less than $150,000. Yet who will say

IANDON, Oct. 18.—Hard times for the 

immediate future are foreshadowed by the 
Roard of Trade official statistics, which 
show a steady decline in employment and 
a great increase in the number of the un- 
employed in nearly all industries through- 
out the country. 

Of the 863,870 members of the 221 trades 
unions, 6 per cent are now unemployed, as 
against 3.7 per cent last year. Shipbuild- 
ing and engincering are most affected. 

Wages are failing everywhere. The 
workers are now on the average 32 cents @ 
week worse off than they were in August. 


The effect of this depression is shown 


in the 20 per cent increase in bankruptcies 
over September, 1901.

“Why! to think of It!” she exclaimed, as 
her black eyes flashed fire, ‘‘at mornin 
they furnish us oatmeal, cornbread ah 
molasses, while at dinner we have some 
more cornbread and a little syrup and oc- 
casionally meat. At supper they change 
the cornbread to ignt bread, some rice and 
a glass of water. is happens day after 
day, the same monotonous fare, and I for 
one am going home.”

Did Comely Young Wife 
Poison Aged Husband? 


FORTY YEARS HIS JUNIOR 


BENJAMIN GUILD DIED MONTH 
AFTER MARRIAGE. 


Expired in Convulsions as Did Anoth- 
er Husband and Two Children of 
Defendant, Whose History 
Is Shrouded in Mys- 


tery.

FRANKLIN, Mass., Oct. 18.—Jennie 
Guild’s fate now rests with the chemists 
of Harvard Medical College. Whether old 
Benjamin Guild paid with his life for his 
marriage with the comely yong widow, 4 


years his junior one month after their 
wedding, will be settled more or less con- 
Clusiveiy in the laboratory. 

After her two husbands and two children 
had died suddenly and all with convulsions, 
Jennie Guild was locked up in the state 
prison at Sherburn a mon ago. At the 
time she was accused only of forgery and 
conspiracy to gain more than her rightful 
share of the world goods of her dead 
husband. 

The forgery was committed, according to 
the testimony of a young farm hard, who 
Was a party to the crime, while the body 
of Benjamin Guild was yet in the house. 

Just one month before, with no apparent 
affection for the old man, lau hing as 
though it were all a joke, Jennie Wilbur 
had married Benjamin Gulld. He was 72 
years old and she was just 32. 

The woman was a person of mystery. She 
had come to Franklin unknown. She was 
with a man named Lioyd, who for a while 
passed as her husband. He bought some 
roperty about the village and then sud- 
enly disappeared. Not a word has ever 
been heard from him. 

The woman remained, but did not pass as 
Mrs. Lloyd any longer. She established a 
millinery business and styled herself M ss 
Wilbur. In truth, she had been married be- 
fore to & man named Wilbur, and lived in 
Windsor, Conn, 

After the confessions of Sidney Withing- 
ton, the young farmhand, that he and Mrs. 
Guild had forged Mr. Guild's name to a 
will the day efter his death, relatives 
began an investigation. 

They found that the woman married a 
man by the name of Wilbur. He died sud- 
denly after vomiting, just as did the aged 
husband. Her two children died suddenly 
in 1892. It was said that they had diphthe- 
ria. Their deaths occurring almost simul- 
taneously were precedad by convulsions. 

The woman appeared to be heartbroken 
after her two children died. She became 
very pious and was foremost in church 
work. She wrote a poetical obituary of her 
children. 

The stangas struck a responsive chord in 
the hearts of all the good persons of Wind- 
sor, Conn., and for a time Mrs. Wilbur 
was one of the leaders in the church, rec- 
ognized by society women of the town, 
pitied by all. 

Her husband died in 189, three years 
after the deaths of her children. Then she 
came to Franklin.

the cause of his companion’s death. Muso- 
lino waited, and, as no more emerged, he 
went up to the bodies. He recognized the 
men as two who had sworn away his free- 
dom at Santa Stefano. 

This was but the beginning. The bandit 
learned the wheabouts of Zocalli. He lay 
in wait for him for hours in a spot where 
he was expected to pass, Instead of the 
hated Vincenzo, his brother, Stefano, ap- 
peared, leading two mules. What mattered 
that the man was not his chief enemy? Had 
he not sworn to blot out the whole family? 


HIS CHIEF ENEMY FLED. 

By this time the news of Musolino’s es- 
cape had spread and Vincenzo Zocalli, not 
daring to face the man whom he had 
wronged, fled to a distant village. 

Shortly afterwards the house of the Zo-

At this time the reward for Musolino’'s 
capture, which had been 60,000 lire ($10,000) 
was raised to 100,000 lire.

His own tale of his lawless life was full 
of a rough sort of postry that appealed to 
the people and jury, who applauded and 
wept.

“I never killed anyone with the excep- 
tion of a traitor uniess I was attacked.” 

One of his eccentricities was adjourn- 
ing the court whenever the notion seized

Although his manner aroused esinbiadbis

PAPER IN TURNER’S POCKET 
PROVED WORTHLESS. 


KILLED FORMER PARTNERS 


New York Business Man Took His Own 
Life After Crime Caused by 
Disagreement. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—The check for $2700 
found in the pocket of William C. Turner, 
who killed his two former business part- 
ners, Albert Hamilton and William J. 
Mallard, and then turned the revolver on 
himself in the offices of Cantor, Adams & 


Mcintyre, yesterday, is bogus. 
The paper was drawn on the United Na- 


tional Bank, and across the face is written 
a certification signed by “CC. W. Schneider, 
Cashier.”’ Warren W. arner, who is cash- 
ier of the United National, says “C. W. 
Schneider’ is not known there. 

The check was found in Turner’s pock- 
et3 after the tragedy. It was at first sup- 
posed to be genuine, and was held as 
the only slight bit of evidence that Turner 
sad not premeditated the crime and ha? 
come prepared to make a setilement with 
Mallard and Hamilton. 

When it was learned that the check was 
spurious the only explanation left was 
that Turner had fortified himself with the 
bogus paper that he might turn i over for 
the release of the papers in case the op- 
portunity to carry out his murderous plans 
did not present itself. 

Edgar L. Leventritt, Turner's attorney, 
who was first to escape from the room atf- 
ter the first shot, had been fired, defends 
his late client from the charge of embez- 
zliement. According to the lawyer's staie- 
ment, Mallard overdrew his share of the 
earnings of the Climax Bottling and 
Manufacturing Co, and Turner took out an 
equal amount when he learned of Maliard's 
action, 

When Hamilton bought Turner's interest 
the books were carefully examined and 
showed that Mallard and Turner had over- 
drawn equally, says Leventritt. Turner, 
he says, understood that he was free, but 
that later Mallard and Hamilton charged 
him with being $100 short. Asked why 
Turner had agreed to a payment of $2700 
in settlement for the alleged shortage, Mr. 
Leventritt said his client had been pressed 
on a technicality.

BOYS AND THEIR FRIENDS. 


So Badly Congested That There 
Was Trouble the Company 
Raised Boys’ Wages.

HOUSTON, ‘Yex., Oct. 18—Two leds, 
Ralph Emerson, 16 years old, and James 
Murphy, 18, have come out victorious in a 
battle with the Great Southern Pacific 
Railway Co. For four days the freight 
transportation department of the system 
was tied up, the yards blockaded at Hous- 
ton, steamers delayed at Galveston and 
New Orleans and the officials of the road 
driven to desperation by conditions which 
cost the nianagement more money that the 
two lacs who caused the trouble would 
have recetved in wages in as many years. 
Driven to an acknowledginent of their de- 
feat the company took the lads back into 
service with the increased pay they de- 
manded, 

Emerson and Murphy were and still are 
calls boys in the office of Supt. George J. 
Hartimen of the Texas & New Orleans, and 
Galveston, Houston & Northern divisions 
of the Southern Pacific. One worked at 
night for $40 a month, the other worked 
during the dav at $30. This month their 
checks are made out for and $40 re- 
spectively. 

Recently the shopmen of the company 
struck and obtained an increase of wages. 
A few days after the boys met and organ- 
ized a union of their own with a complete 
membership of two. Then the entire union 
waited upon Superintendent Hartman and 
demanded a raise in pay. It was refused. 
Upon the spot the union voted to go on 
strike. Arm in arm the lads walked out to

the street. With them disappeared the 
address bookecontaining the name and resi- 
dence of every trainman employed by the 
company in Houston. 

Houston is the junction oint of all 
Southern Pacific roads branching out to 
the North and West. An immense quan- 
tity of freight passes through this city 
destined for Galveston, At the same time 
all from the West and Northwest destined 
for New Orleans passes through this city. 
Even when things are working smoothly 
the management finds difficulty in keeping 
the vards clear. : 

Within less than an hour the train dis- 
patcher was notified that a freight was 
ready to leave the vard for Galveston. It 
had been the duty of the lads to notify 
train crews one hour before their service 
would be required. These men are paid 
by the hour and are likely to be called 
upon at any moment. A crew was needed 
at once. An assistant volunteered to sum- 
mon the men, and then it was discovered 
ihat the book was gone. No other list ex- 
listed except a general roster of employes. 

Then the railroad company met its Wa- 
terloo. Assistants in the office were sent 
out over that section of the citv where 
the railroad employes reside. Clerks were 
put to work on the records fn a vain at- 
tempt to bring order out of chaos. It was 
all for nothing. An appeal was made to 
the striking boys. 

“Give us that raise,"’ said young Mur- 
phy. president of the unton. 

Suverintendent Hartman refused. 

“Then there's nothin’ doin’,.”’ came the 
ultimatum of the labor organization. 

That night not a freight train was run 
out of Houston either to Galveston or east- 
ward toward New Orleans. 

The next morning it was decided to em- 
ploy negro lads to take the places made 
vacant by the strikers. A new address 
book had been partially compiled during 
the worry of the night, and it was turned 
over to the colored boy at once. He was 
ordered out to summon crews enough | to 
handle the trains held in the yards.

Illinois Will Continue Its 
Contract System. 


HAS BEEN DECLARED ILLEGAL 


EFFORT WILL BE MADE TO 
CHANGE MISSOURI SYSTEM. 


In This State Convict Labor Is Con- 
tracted, but the Federation of La- 
bor Is Seeking to Have the 
New York Convict Law 
Adopted.

SPRINGFIELD, IIl., Oct. 18.—The state 
of Illinois will go.along violating the con- 
stitution in its convict labor contracts un- 
til the next legislature convenes in Jan- 
uary. Then the legislature will be asked 
to pass a new law that will obviate the 
difficulty. 

This in brief will be the policy of the 
state administration in the convict labor 
difficulty in which it is involved. 

It is held by the administration that 
the opinion of Attorney-General Hamlin 
declaring the contracting of convict labor 
is illegal is not cozclusive, but nevertheless 
there is a disposition to deny the cor- 
rectness of his conclusions expressed in 
his letter to the governor. 


At a conference on the convict labor 
problem between Gov. Yates and répre- 
sentatives of organized labor the execu- 
tive has insisted that the problem was 
one to be solved by the legislature una 
not by the executive department. The 
decision knocked the last prop from be- 
neath the executive’s position, but an ef- 
fort will be made to keep the contracts 
existing in force until the next session

As a matter of fact the penal institu- 
tions of the state are in a bad way as 
a result of the decision. In the first place, 
the contract convict labor furnishes a 
revenue that meets two-thirds of the cost 
of maintaining the penal institution. W24.th 
this revenue taken away the expenses of 
the state government will be increased 
many thousands of dollars. 

If the convicts are being worked in vio- 
lation of the constitution, as Attorney Gen- 
eral Hamlin says they are, what will hap- 
pen if they: mutiny and refuses to labor 
further for the contractors who have pur- 
chased them from the state. Should this 
happen the state has no plan by which 
the convicts can be kept employed until 
the next legislature solves the problem. 


In the state of Missouri the convicts in 
the state penitentiary are hired out to con- 
tractors the same as in Illinois and come in 
direct competition with free skilled labor. 

Action toward having this condition of 
affairs changed was taken at the last an- 
nual convention of the Missouri State Fed- 
eration of Labor, held at St. Joseph. The 
legislative committee of the federation com- 

osed of C. P. Connolly, H. F. Sarman, C., 
V. Krumm, W. D. Henderson, 8. 8. Wessel, 

P. Larkin and M. C. Hughes, was in- 
structed to draft, for presentation to the 
next Missouri state legislature, a bill em- 
bodying what is known as’ the New York 
Convict Labor Law. At the same con- 
vention a committee was also appointed to 
endeavor to induce the state administration 
to aboilsh the contract labor system now 
existing in the penal institutions of the 
state. 

The legislative committee is now at work 
on the bill ordered and it will be presented 
to the legislature in January. The New 
York convict labor law referred to in the 
resolution has been in force in that state 
for six years and is working satisfac- 
torily. It provides that no labor of prison- 
ers in any of the penal institutions of the 
state shall be let out to contractors nor 
shall any of the product of their labor be 
sold to any contractors or person or firm 
or corporation, but that the entire labor 
of the convicts shall be employed in the 
manufacture of such articles as are used 
in the state prisons and other penal in- 
stitutions of the state. 

The law also provides that if the labor of 
the convicts is so great that it vroduces 
more material than can be used by the

The superintendents of the various pris- 
ons are also cha to put prisoners at 
such labor as wil! t enable them, when 
discharged, to make an honest living.

It had been suggested by the labor unions 
that convicts be prohibited from working at 
skilled labor at all, but to bring about 
such a condition. it was admitted. would 
be a great task. But the federation believes 
it will be able to secure the passage of the

which he had not. aspired, he was com- 
pelled to turn to flelas of mental en- 
deavor. 

With practically mo education and only 
one hand to earn one, he applied himself 
with such effect that he made an edu- 
cation his. With education came greater 
ambitions than he had known before, when 
he was physically unhampered, and these 
ambitions were not satisfied until he had 
reached a place in the nation’s Congress. 

Mr. Kern was born On @ farm near Mill- 
stadt, in St. Clair County, 3 years agv. 
He worked on the farm and received & 
very meager common school education. He 
left scho vi at the age of 18 to work on the 
farm. Later he entered the coal mines as 
a mule’ driver and a miner. At that time 
conditions in the mines were very bad and 
wages were very low. Able-bodied men 
could scarcely make enovgh to support 
themselves, even when work was steady, 
and it was seldom steady. 

Kern quit the mines because of the low 
wages and the unendurable conditions of 
employment, and at the sge of 1s went-to 
Arkansas and secured employment, first 
as a lumber etacker and then as a fire-

FRENCH TURF SWINDLERS 
WERE A BOLD BAD GANG 


Bookmakers in the Gang Took All Money Offered 


on Favorites Then Gave the Jockeys Signs to Lose 
—Won as High as $12,C00 or $15,000 on Race. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch.

PARIS, Oct. 183—The French police have 

finished their investigations into the scan- 
dals which caused such an tmmediate sen- 
sation in Paris racing circies, and the Post- 
Dispatch is able to give the first authentic 
account of what really happened, 

As long ago as June the members of the 
French Jockey Club decided to take action 
in consequence cf, the repeated complaints 
of the owner of the favorites which did 
not win. It also was regarded as a suspi- 
cion that certain jockeys, bookmakers and 
betting men, mostly Americans, were 
spending large sums of money at such ex- 
comet resorts as the Cafe de Paris, the 

avilion Chinois and Maxim's, and were 
accompanicd by most extravagant com- 
panions. ’ 

The Paris police kept a systematic watch 
upon those men who were suspected. Two 
detectives patrolled the race courses every 
day, and at night detectives frequented 
the favorite resorts of the racing men. In 
a short time they discovered that Messrs. 
Kemp, “Bud” Hauser, ‘“‘Solly” Hassel, 
Burns and Gray were members of the 
gang. 

Patient watching revealed the fact that 
Bookmakers J. P. Korn and Robert L. Rose 
were in with the crowd. 


How the Combination ° 


Did Its Work. 

Korn and Rose worked the betting ring. 
Burns looked at their books from time to 
time and then made signs to the workers. 
It was noticed that long after the French 
bookmakers had closed their accounts the 
Americans were still taking in the money 
on the favorite. 

When the stakes were sufficiently high 
Burns would go off and make a sign to 
the American jockeys, and the favorite 
would be defeated. Every French book- 
maker always covers himself so he shall 
not stand to loose mere than $800, but an 
examination of the books of the American 
bookmakers showed at thmes they risked 
as much as $4000 against the favorite which 
was beaten. 

At St. Cloud one day, St. Saugle, ridden 
by John Reiff, was i as a ow 
winner. and he was very heavily backed 
with the American bookmakers. To the 
surprise of everybody the herse was beaten. 
When the owner asked Reiff for-an explan- 
ation the jockey ee that the reins were 
too thin and they sitpped through his hand. 

Every racing man knows this should not 
happen, jockeys always tie knots in the 
reins to prevent their slipping. Korn and 
pees won on this race between $12,000 and 
$15,000. 

La Morlaye, with Milton Henry up. ran 
on another day at Long Champs and the 
same thing happened. Korn and again 
made a pile of meney. When asked why 
these jockeys were not suspended the re- 
ply was that the owners had pleaded for 
them, taking their youth into account, and 
ur that a severe reprimand would be 
sufficient.

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ILLINOIS SUES ONE HUNDRED 
AND TEN COMPANTES. 


WANTS COMPETITION IN RATES 


Bill Charges That Companies Use the 
Same Form of Policies and Have 
Same Rates. 


The case of the state of Illinois against 
110 fire insurance companies doing business 
in the state was cailed for trial in the Cir- 
cult Court at Belleville yesterday. 

Attorneys Theodore Bates and J. G. 


Paden of Chicago, representing the insur- 
ance companies, filed a demurrer, and the 
entire day was occupied in arguments in 
support and in opposition of the demurrer. 

‘ihe case was taken under advisement. A 
decision is expected in a few days. 

The state was represented by Attorney- 
General Hamlin and by Attorney C. W. 
Thomas of Belleville. The demurrer was 
on technical grounds. 

The suit was instituted by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Hamlin on June 6 in Belleville. The 
charge ainst the fire insurance compan.-és 
is that they have formed a combination or 
trust in violation of the state anti-trust 
law. The bill charges that the companies 
use the same general form of policies, that 
the companies have conspired together to 
fix the rates of insurance and appointed M. 
F. Zent of Belleville as an agent of all 
the companies for the pufpose of fixing the 
rates and the terms which should enter 
into the policies, and all the companies are 
required to comply with the rates and 
terms, so that there is no competition be- 
tween the companies. 

It is aleged that no agent can make rates 
or terms except such as are fixed by the 
combination of companies. 

The bill makes the 110 companies and M. 
F. Zent defendants and prays that the 
companies may be enjoined from making a 
combination to destroy competition, and 
that Mr. Zent may be enjoined from fixing 
rates as the joint agent of the companies.

INTERNATIONAL AND DOMESTIC ARBITRATION. 


The recent decision of the International Court of Arbitration 
at the Hague is accepted in good temper by both parties to the 
diapute and the Pius Fund case which has vexed the United 
States and Mexico so long is finally set at rest. It was a modest 
case of little relative importance, but it served to vindicate the 
principle of arbitration from European cynicism and is a good 
precedent which will, no doubt, be faithfully followed. 

On June 5, 1896, the British Feace and Arbifration societies met 
in London and throvgh Cardinal Vaughan presented an address 
of thanks to Joseph Pulitzer for the efforts of the World on be- 
half of a peacefui settlement of the Venezuelan dispute. 

In the ccurse of his reply Mr. Pulitzer said: ‘‘Arbitration is an 
American idea. The very first treaty of peace into which the 
United States entered, the treaty with England in 1783, provided 
that any dispute that might arise under it should be settled by 
arbitration.”’ 

Several times since this government has appealed to this Amert- 
can idea with sutisfactory results. ‘‘In no case.”’ said Mr. Pulitzer, 
“have the United States ever refused arbitration. In no case 
have they made war except for independence and self-preser- 
vation.”’ 

We have got the principle recognized and to a degree accepted 
in international relations. Why not in domestic affairs? 

This American idea is supported by humanity, reason and ex- 
pediency. Why should it not govern in industrial disputes? 

With all their practical sense, Americans have’ been slow to 
realize the benefits of this, their most characteristic idea. But 
events are convincing. The coal strike should prove to all that 
this remedy is absolutely indispensable if the country is to enjoy 
a tranquil and fruitful progress. Prosperity, however well 
founded, cannot enéure the strain of such disturbances, 

Let the American people apply their practical genius to this 
problem and construct a scheme which shall terminate, once for 
all, these costly quarrels.

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NO COAL STRIKES IN ENGLAND.

They do some thirgs better in ‘‘free trade” 
Englarm, which is held up as a horrible ex- 
ample by the Republican press whenever 
anyone presumes to doubt the divine in- 
spiration of the sacred tariff, than in the 
United States. 

For instance, they don’t have coal strikes 
there. They have had none since 1872. We 
have had a good many in that time. And 
the miners there, we. will venture, get 
just as much as they do in this country. 
In addition they work all the time and are 
not shot down by troops. 

Thirty years ago the mine operators of 
Fingland took the initiative in establishing 
what is virtually a board of arbitration. 
They call it a central joint committee over 
there, but the name makcs no difference. 
In a district the operators select six men 
and the miners select six. The dozen with 
the county judge, which has the casting 
vote, settle all disputes. And when they 
are settled they stay settled. 

The Enslish operators have not been 
harmed by what they have done. It has 
not ruined them to recognize the union, 
and the union has not attempted to run 
their. business. The English operators rec- 
ognized the union, found something to 
arbitrate, and for 30 long years they have 
had peace and prosperity. So have the 
miners.

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HILE it cannot be said that Signor 

Pietro Mascagni and his opera 

company have captured New York, 

they have undoubtedly done as well, so far, 

as most persons, not directly interested, 

expected they would. They have done, in 

fact, better than most foreigners who have 
made the attempt. 


If the plans go as now arranged St. Louis 
will see Mascagni some time this season. 
The operas to be produced are “Cavalleria 
Rusticana,” “Iris,’’ ‘‘Radcliff’ and “Za- 
netto.’’ 


“Zanetto”’ is perhaps the most popular of 

Mascagni’s operas, after “Cavalleria Rus- 
ticana.’’ It consists of one act, and is a 
companion piece to ‘‘Rusticana.’ 
Zanetto, a mezzo-soprano, in the title role, 
and Silvia, a soprano, constitute the char- 
acters. Silvia, a beautiful, rich young 
widow, seems to bring disaster upon all 
men who seek to wed her, and she lives 
alone in a villa near Florence. Zannetto, a 
youth with troubadour proclivities, wanders 
into her garden one night and awakens her 
from slumber. Hearing his song, she 
steps out on the balcony and engages him 
in conversation. This part of the act is 
charming. She asks him if he has loved, 
and he tells her that love would be too 
heavy in the heart of a wandering boy. 


To be brief, Silvia succeeds in interesting 
Zanetto, who, becoming interested In turn, 
and earnestly desiring to shield the youth 
from those disasters which have previously 
fallen upon her admirers, deceives him by 
denying her wealth and personality, and 
he, like a wise person, runs away. 


‘Radcliff’ is a work preceding ‘“Caval- 
feria Rusticana” and excelling it in 
strength, workmanship and ambition, It is 
descriptive music, but full of the proverbial 
Italian melody. “Radcliff’’ is composed to 
the Heine poem dealing with this subject. 
It is fantastic, extreme, even barbarous, 
and a sample of Heine's morose bent. Mur- 
ders precede the rise of the curtain, and 
four take place during the four acts.

Feeling confident that pecans would cem- 
mand a good price, she set to work some 
weeks ago an quietly leased every pecan 
grove and forest of any value in the Colo- 
rado‘ valley. When buyers appeared, 
startling the ranchers by offering to en- 
gage pecans at 7% cents per pound, those 
who make a business of gathering the nuts 
were astounded to discover that a young 

girl had cornered the crop so far as this 
particular region is concerned. A little 

vestigation showed that this energetic 
young woman is in a fair way to make a 
fortune in a few months. It is Known that 
she got a great bargain in nearly all of 
her leases. As a sample of her shrewdness 
she leased one forest for $100 in which 
there are several giant trees that will yield 
20 bushels, or 880 pounds, of pecans. At a

The irrepressible girl after an exciting 
nxerial voyage, effected a safe landing about 
10 miles from camp.

When Migs Bardine 
noticed that the balloon was descending 
she discovered that four or five horsemen 
were galloping over the prairie directly 
beneath her.

400 FAMILIES ARE COMING 


REV. OTTO DE THOMPSON, FIELD 
CORNET, SEEKS LOCATION. 


Says the Boers Want to Settle Together 
in a Community Where There 
Is a Church. 


In compliance with an invitation extend: 
ed through the St. louis Post-Dispatch 
and the New York World, in November, 
1906, 600 Boer families have decided to make 
thelr homes on Missouri soil. 

Preparations for the coming of the bat- 
tle-scarred fighters of the South African 
war, with their families, are now being 
made in St, Louis b\ their representa- 
tive, Rev. Otto de Thompson, a field cor- 
net in the Boer army, who was accused 
by the British of firing on a Red Crees 
train. 

During his stay here Dr. Thompson ts the 
guest of Rev. William Horstmeier, pastor 
of the Evangelical Iwtheran Church at 
Fourteenth strest and Sullivan avenue. 

Dr. Thompson will be joined shortly by 

r. Reitz, secretary of the Transveal re- 
public, who is now in Washington confer- 
ring with the officials of the state depart- 
ment 

“My mission,” said Dr. Thompson to the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday, “is to look over 
the various locations which have been sug- 
gested in Missouri. We come to this state 
because it was Missouri and her governor 
who first extended us the invitation, 


BOERS ARE THRIFTY. 

“The citizens of Missouri will find that 
there are no thriftier people anywhere 
than my fellow countrymen. They will find 
them unsurpassed as farmers and as 
thrifty an element as can be found among 
any of the population. 


*“‘We are determined, of course to have a 
colony that will be as exclusive as pos- 
sible. The Boers naturally desire @ min- 
gie among themselves. e intend to se- 
cure some place where a church Is alrdady 
established, as the Boers are a very de- 
tg? people and put Christfanity above 
all else. 

‘“‘We-would have returned to South Af- 
rica, but Secretary Chamberlain has made 
that step impossible,”’ 

On Nov. 27, 1900, Mr. Hollis, the Ameri- 
ean consul at Lorenzo Marquis, South Af- 
rica, sent to the secretary of state at 
Washington the following cable message: 

“Please advise the St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch and New York World that a number 
of Boer famil! here, maximum 600, 100 
women and chilren, contemplate emigrat- 
ing to the United States and ask the 
World and Post-Dispatch if the offer of 
homestead farms mentioned in said jour- 
nals’ tele m to President Kruger, sent 
my care, June 1, still holds good.

It introduced itself in Texas in the year 


of 1861, and from that year to 1878 the cot- 
ton crops were almost failures. In 1878 
the destruction of 198,125 bales was re- 
ported, meaning a loss of $7,406,000. 

The loss has tncreased during the years 


between 1878 and the year 1902, and the 


United States government, through its 


&@gricultural department, has set aside a 


large sum to carry on experiments in the 
annihilation of this costly pest. 

The Boll Weevil is scientifically known 
-a@ the Anthonomus Grandis. Its life and 
habits were studied by a German scientist 
mamed Boheamann, who first gave to the 
world the true nature of the beetle. 


It is a common beetle and is found in 


South America, Mexico and the United 
States. It exists largely {n Missouri, and 
has caused the Missouri farmer great loss 
on cotton and corn. 

This pest begins its destructive work when 
the cotton flower is in bloom. It enters the 
flower to extract the sweet pollen and 
while satisfying its hunger lays its eggs. 

The eggs develop into the larva inside of 
two or three days, and the real ravage 
begins. The boll weevil passes through 
many metamorphoses and after attaining 
the pupa stage, which is the stage previous 
to that of the imago or perfect insect 
atage, tt commences to eat its way out of 


> the Bulb of the cotton plant which has 


withered away from the effects of the 
of the weevil. 

After having passed out from the ball of 
the flower the weevil flies to another flow- 
er and commences its work of destruction 
again. It finally falls to the ground, where 
it burrows in a deep hole and turns into 
the cocoon, from which emerges the full- 
grown beetle in the spring. 

Many attempts have been made to exter- 
minate the boll weevil, but the lack of con- 
certéd action on the part of cotton plant- 
ers and the lack of knowledge of the /ife 
and the insect and its natural enemies, 
have been a serious drawback to such an 
end.

It is argued that the weevil will feed on 
other plants than the cotton flower, and 
that if peppef plants were planted in the 
rows of cotton stalks the weevil would 
feed on the pepper pods and would refrain 
from touching the cotton. 

The planters have long considered the 
importation of insectivorous birds to de- 
stroy the larvae, but this plan is not looked 
upon as being as efficacious as the spraying 
of the blossoms with poisonous liquid to 
prevent the growth of the weevil’s eggs. 

In many tnstances the planters set bright 
lights in the flelds to attract the beetle as 
it files about fn the night. Under the light 
are pans, containing oil and other mixtures, 
which quickly exterminate the beetle that 


HIS is the story of a $35,000,000 bug. 

This costly little bug, which is a small, grayish flying beetle, called the 
Mexican cotton boll weevil, or the Anthonomus grandis, first came into ex- 
istence at Moncldna, Mexico, and after devastating tne cotton fields there migrated 
to Texas, flying a distance of over 100 miles across the Rio Grande river and many 
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while. 


has fallen into them. 

The most favored plan, but one which 
has. not been followed up in harmony by 
ihe planters, is to wait until the weevil has 
attained the pupa stage and has sought 
winter quarters In the ground, then to plow 
up the fields, rolling them hard and firm 
to crush the cocoon. 

While it is generally known that the 
weevil entered Texas many years ago, it 
did not swarm into the state until 1893, 
when it crossed the Rio Grande river at 
Brownsville, and completely devastated 
the cotton crop. 

It made its first appearance in Mexico at 


Monclona fn 1862. The Spanish name for 


this destructive weeril is the ‘“picudo,”’ 
which is a descriptive uame, referring to its 
snout or beak.

HE crop of St. Louis millionaires that has come on during the 
past ten years is sufficiently large to demonstrate the advantage 
of St. Louis as a place in which to make a fortune quickly. 

Some of the men who are millionaires today were wealthy ten years 
ago, but not quite within the millionaire class. 

The Granite Mountain mine gave several fortunes a substantial boost 
and made the finding of new avenues for investment imperative. 


ROADGAUGED enterprises prior to 
B 10 years ago were not generally fa- 

vored in St. Louis. There were 
mot so many lines in which St. Louis led 
the world in manufactures as she does 
now. The shoe industry was just begin- 
ning to find firm footing here. 

The American Steel Foundry Co., one of 
the several great creations of the brain 
and energy of Edward F. Goltra, had not 
shown the possibilities of St. Louis as a 
center for fron and steel] car building. The 
American Car and Foundry Co., the crea- 
tion of the late Judge George A. Madill 
and William K. Bixby, was in embryo. 

Frederick G. Niedringhaus, the granite- 
Ware king, whose money, with that of 
Millionaire Mayor Wells, is in both of these 
great companies, made the Goltra success 
possible, had just founded Granite City 10 
years ago, and gotten into line to be a 
millionaire himself. He found St. Louis a 
fine place for the development of large 
industries. 


He was born in Germany, and learned 
glazing, painting and the tinner’s trade 
from his father. He got $4 a week when 
~ he came to St. Louils in 1855, but he saved 
$1.50 a week out of his wages. Two years 
later William G. Niedringhaus came over. 
The two young men worked at the bench 
together and then started a little busi- 
ness of their own. 

They began stamping tinware in 1862. 
The St. Louis Stamping Co. was formed 
in 1966. and in 1874 what is known as gran- 
ite ironware was invented. The ename! 
Was the diecovery of F. G. Niedringhaus. 
He perfected it in Germany. Rolling mills 


ledst advertised of the new St. Louis mil- 
lionaires. He was born in Michigan. He 
went to Texas, where he became a rail- 
road employe.. When Hoxie came to &t. 
Louis Mr. Bixby came with him. He was 
put in charge of the stationery depart- 
ment. He finally drifted into the car con- 
struction department. Then he became in- 
terested in the Missouri Car Co. The late 
Judge George A. Madill was a firm friend 
and his capital helped to make the devel- 
opment possible that finally forced the 
combination of ali the leading car com- 
panies of the country in the American Car 
and Foundry Co., of the board of directors 
of which Mr. Bixby is now chairman. 

The company has a capital of $60,000,000. 
It owns the Missouri Car and Foundry Co. 
shops, the Madison Car Co. shops, the St. 
Charles Wagon Co., the Wilmington (Del). 
ehops, the Detrait depot, the Brunswick 
(Pa.) shops. It is said to have interests 
in various iron and steel companies. With 
the exception of George Vanderbilt. Mr. 
Bixby is said to carry the largest life in- 
stirance policy of any man in the United 
States. This Mr. Bixby has denied. 

William H. Thompson, president of the 
National Bank of Commerce, and one of the 
most prominent figures in the World's Fair 
executive board, began life in St. Louisasa 
Plumber's apprentice in 181. He came here 
from Pennsylvania. He developed into a 
manufacturer of lead pipe and plumbers’ 
Supplier. Amassing means he became a 
Stockholder, then a director in the Bank 
of Commerce in 1870. He was made presi- 
dent of the bank ifn 1888. Recently the 
Continental Bank was absorbed by the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce, which has just 
moved into one of the finest banking bulld- 
inge in the world. Its capt'al exceeds that 
of any bark in St. Louis, and its chonts 
are among the most powerful men finan- 
clally in the community.

Associated with President Thompson in 
the building up of the National Bank of 
Cemmerce is Jacob Craig van Bilarcom, 
first vice-president. He is of old Holland 
Stock, engrafted engrafted by way 2f New Jersey. 
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Handthorn & Co. The cholera raging, the 
young man was given opportunity for un- 
usual advancement. When he was only 
21 he was given power of attorney and 
closed up the firm's business. In 1870 he 
was elected head accountant of: the Bank 
of Commerce.

Some of them 
he only gives his name, so powerful is it 
with which to conjure. He has gone into 
railroads like others of the younger group 
of millionaires. 

Henry Clay Pierce, president of the Wa- 
ters-Plerce Oil Co., president of iae Mex- 
ican Central Railway, a director in the 
National Bank of Commerce, has become 
a great world power in the past 10 years. 
His Standard Oil connection is net fully 
understood, but its influence in his finan- 
cial expansion is thought to be great. Mr. 
Pierce recently purchased the King of Por- 
tugal’s yacht. His private car :s of 162 
vintage, and only equal in perfection by 
that turned out at the #t.

Mr. Pierce owns his own hunting and 
fishing preserves and his gun collection 
represents the small arma of all uations 
and of all times.

Louis. His millions have come to him 
within the past 10 years. 

He was born in Richmond, Ky., in 1850. 
His faths: was at one time sheriff of his 
county, then a merchant, then a farmer. 
He was a native of Virginia. The Scoich 
strain, the money-getting strain, is teken 
from the ex-governor’s mother, whose fam- 
ily line extends back to Robert Bruce. 
Graduating from Washington University in 
1870, Mr. Francis became a shipping clerk 
for Schryock & Rowland, and then a mem- 
ber of the firm. In i877 he founded the 
D. R. Francis Commission Co., and in 1883 
he was elected president of the Merchants’ 
Exchange. He was elected mayor in 183. 

He was governor from 1889 to 18% and 
secretary of the interior under the last six 
months of the Cleveland administration. 
When the World's Fair was deciied on 
Mr. Francis was chosen president of the 
local exposition corporation. 

His powers are those of president and 
director-general combined. He made money 
in commissions, in speculations in grain, 
stocks and bonds and in real estate. The 
Colorado road, sold to the Rock Island, 
helped some. Mrs. Francis was the daugh- 
ter of the late John D. Perry, a man of 
great wealth and public spirit.

He was able to get backing and built a

to take the Union Depot to protect himself 
on his contract. This led him into street 
railroading. His various lines were carry- 
ing 2,000,000 passengers a year when sold 
to the transit company at an enormous 
profit.

ROOSEVELT, THE STRANGEST MAN THAT WAS EVER PRESIDENT 


POSS ODOHOOHOHOOH ODOT ED 
Picturesque Career of the Chief Executive and Some 
of His Strenuous and Exciting 
Experiences. 


ITTING in the conference of coal min- 
S ers and railroad presidents in Wash- 
ington last week somebody remarked 
in a whisper to his neighbor that ‘““Roose- 
velt was again in the limelight.” ane 
A queer figure the President looked, 
bundled and cushioned in his invalid’s 
chair, with his wounded leg propped 
straight out in front and his square jaw 
protruding bellicosely from under his stiff 
mustache. 

Here was pugnacity, energy, nerve, en- 
durance and_ resolution, done in a: bundle. 
Here was the very strangest President 
these United States have ever honored—the 
most remarkable figure ever known in suc- 
cessful American politics. 

Here was a president. who has _ tilted 
vicariously at. trusts and traditions, who 
has broken bread and lances with the lead- 
ers of his party, who has played tennis: 
with college students and camped Indian 
fashion with his chaldren on the lonely 
beach of Oyster Bay. 

His picturesque career as chief executive 
may be said to have begun on that fateful 
13th day of September, 1901, with his first 
reception of the news that President Mc- 
Kinley was dying. | 

At nightfall on that occasion he was 
alone on top of Mount Marcy, in the Ad- 
irondacks. Three days before he had re- 
turned from President McKinley's bed- 
side. The wounded man would get well, 
the doctors said. The whole world believed 
them. 

Roosevelt sat on a rock and watched the 


sunset die into dusk over the lonely for- 


ests and mountains. He was 45 miles from 
the railway, in. the very heart of New 
York's great northern forest. 

For once he was the man behind the 
scenes. The thoughts of the nation were 


For a while he listened. Then plainly, 
above the murmur of the woods, he heard 
a faint cry of “Roosevelt! Roosevelt!” 

it was the call of his country to action. 
The country was represented by a hag- 
gard, travel-stained guide. 

“Mr. Roosevelt,’’ he. said, “you are want- 
ed in Buffalo immediately. The President 
is dying.’’ 

Then in the darkness of a September 
night began that.wild ride of 45 miles to 
the North Creek railroad station that none 
but a Roosevelt would undertake. 

He faced death a hundred times in the 
desperate hurry of that drive to the bier 
of a dead President. 


The nervy guide who sat. beside him 
in the buckboard urged the horses to their 
utmost over a road which was scarcely safe 
in the daylight for such speed. The road 
was slippery and the way uncertain. The 
stumbling of one or both of the horses 
might have pitched the new President of 
the United States to instant death or grave 
injury. He might have been brained by 
a low hanging bough. 

The light wagon swaying along the rough 
and wet road only escaped being dashed 
against a tree by the best of good fortune. 
The wild risks and desperate chances only 
stimulated the President with a desire to 
move faster, to hurry, to win against ali 
odds and chances, and the driver, tense 
with the responsibility of his grave duty, 
was urged to lash the horses, to dare death 
and td forget caution. To the Roosevelt 
spirit it was a sweet victory to arrive 
dripping and bedraggled at the railway 
station, having dodged death fime and 
again.

The old Republican leaders were horrified. 
It was against every porous-plaster prin- 
ciple which draws campaign funds from 
the Sugar Trust and the Coffee Trust. It 
threatened the money-bolstered pillars of 
the party. This did not affect Roosevelt. 
Standing squarely in the limelight of party 
criticism, he has never ceased to argue 
for reciprocity with Cuba. 

In a few months Rooseevit made it evi- 
dent that he was not to be a Cabinet- 
ruled President. While he adhered to 
Republican principles in the main, he was 
not svbservient to the dictates of party 
leatiers. 

While the leaders were still shaking over 
the Cuban views of the President he sprung 
another violent surprise in one of the reg- 
ular Cabinet meetings by directing At- 
torney-General Knox to institute proceed- 
ings under the anti-trust laws against the 
Northern Pacific merger scheme. 

Again there was consternation in the 
party. What was to become of the enor- 
mous campaign fund from men like J. P. 
Morgan, J. J. Hill and the railroad mag- 
nates. 

“The laws must be obeyed,”’ lhRoosevelt 
remarked, while gray-headed deacons of 
the party tore thoair hair. 

In the meantime, for want of some- 
thing more exciting to do, he sent out the 
strangest invitation ever penred by a 
President. This was on Oct. 17, 1901. 

On the following day a tall negro in 
clerical garb appeared at the White House. 
It was Booke: T. Washington, the colored 
head of Tuskegee Institute. He was ad- 
mitted and escorted to the President. “You 
may go, Jenkina,”’ said Roosevelt to the 
attendant. The negro stayed to dinner. 

Again the limelight. The country roared 
with the news. Republican leaders looked 
at each other and smiled biankly. The 
South rose on its hind legs, metaphorically, 
and howled. Vast storm areas of indig- 
nation whirled here and there throughout 
the country. But Roosevelt only sat down 
and swere mightily that be would do it 
again if he wanted to. It is strange that 
he did not. Most probably he

He waited until they were 
all in the cabinet room. Then he set his 
teeth, arose and hit the table a thump 
with his fist that could be heard out in the 
lobby. 

“Gentlemen,” he thundered, “I shall give 
you until tomorrow afternoon. If you have 
not decided upon a man by that time /j 
shall ignore you all and make the appoint- 
ment to suit myself.” 

Six days later, by special appointment he 
met Eugene Sandow, the strongest man In 
the world, in cabinet room and was ““De- 
lighted to meet a man of such tremendous 
strength and was sur-prised—really sur- 
prised at his wonderful chest expansion.”

Yet one of the most eminent oculists of 


Ot. Louis tells the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
that the people of St. Louls can, perhaps, 
gee just as well as the Indians of the plains. 
But they use glasses to do it. They have 
shortened their vision by working at close 
range. That ie the principal reason why so 
many St Loulsans wear glasses. The doc- 
tor stretches his arm out and says: 

Then he crooks his arm and says: 

“Tf J use my arm that way the muscles 
adapt themselves to working at that range.” 

“Tf I use my arm constantly in this posi- 
tion the musoles adapt themselves to work- 
ing at this close range.” 

The eyes of St. Louis are like that. They 
are worked at close range until they are 
close-range eyes unaccustomed to anything 
but short distances. That makes a near- 


sighted man. ‘The near-sighted man pre- 
dominates in spectacled St. Louis. -~. 

Notice the St. Louisan write. Notice him 
read. Notice him make figures. He gets his 
eyes right down close to his work. He has 
heard that a man’in this day and genera- 
tion must put his nose to the grindstone if 
he Is to amount to’anything, and that is 
just exactly where he is putting his nose. 

But it is very, very hard on his eyes. 
The doctor says: 

“The people of St. Louls overwork their 
eyes. They do it just like they overwork 
their whole bodies. They are compelled to 
work much of:the time by-electric lights. 
That hurts their eyes. They: read a great 
deal of fine print. That hurts their eyes. 
Then, after using their eyes up in the things 
they cannot avoid, they do not hesitate.to 
read upon street cars and trains, and they 
get their eyes much closer to their work 
than they need. The eye adapts itself to 
the distance, and we have a neéar-sighted 
man.”’ 

Recent statistics taken in England and 
on the continent have surprised those ‘coun- 
tries with the alarming rate at which spec- 
tacles are being’ taken up. England is us- 
ing twice as many as she was a few years 
ago. Germany has simply surrendered to 
spectacles. . 

The same thing is going on in St. Jauis. 
The doctor says it will continue to. go. on, 
because conditions and habits in St..Louis 
are such that spectacles are indispensa- 
ble so long as prevailing conditions con- 
tinue. Moreover, they are becoming more 
and more Indispensable. all the tirne. 

Young men come in from the country. 
They are bright-eyed and can see like 
young eagles. They go to work in a big 
mercantile house and. use their eyes all 
day under electric lights. They read news- 
papers, magazines, books, bill boards, signs, 
tokens, everything there is to read, and 
the city presents an array of it. .Then they 
go home to visit the folks, and they are 
astonished to learn that they cannot see 
the spire of the Shiloh Church frem the 


farm any more.. The spire is still there, 
and the farm has not been moved. What 
is the matter? 

Oh, the man is near-sighted. 

Why? ' 

He's from St. Louis. 

He must have glasses. He doesn’t want 
to wear them, but his eyes begin to hurt, 
and the next time he gves out to the farm 
he is wearing glasses. Now he can see the 
Shiloh spire. It is just as distinct as it ws 
in his youth. But he needed glasses to 
sharpen the vision made close-ranged by 
his work in the city. 


“Now those Indians we were speaking 
of,"’ said the doctor. ‘“‘They could see things 
the southwest better than your St. Louts- 
ans ccnld see them. But it was. not be- 
cause they could see any further or any 
better than the St. Louis men could: see. 

“It was because they were faniiliar with 
the objects they: looked at, and the St. 
Louis gentlemen were not. Those same 
Indians, brought into my office, would 
not, I will venture to say, pick out the 
letters upon a’chart as well as ‘St. Louis 
people could do.it.. Granting that. they 
knew the alphabet when they saw it, they 
would not, be as famillar with ‘those letters 
as we would, and we would heat them on 
our ground: just as-they- beat us on their 
own.”’ 


An effort has been made to have the 
Louisiana Purchase Fair. grounds less 
Vlinding in their whiteness than were 
those of the Chicago and Buffalo fairs. 
Green trees and green lawns, dark pave- 
ments and: some other ‘things restful to 
the eye in contrast to the white buildings 
are the things suggested to spare visitors 
the necessity for wearing colored glasses. 

“We ought to admit as much of the nat- 
ural light to our. work as we can,” ‘says 
the. doctor. “‘An electric light turned out 
for even a part of the day would help thou- 
sands of St. Louisans who work under 
light that is hurtful to their eyes.’ 

The extent to which lights are used in 
St. Louls when it should be broad day- 
light is quite astounding. Look into the 
business houses, the factories and the of- 
fice buildings. They are alive with electrie 
light from morning until night. 

Even the public schools have lightg in 
them, gas in some and electricity in the 
High School. It is necessary because St. 
Louls is not a smokeless city. If you 
think it is, go out on the bluffs in Illinois 
some morning when the wind is in the 
southwest and see the smoke of St. Louis 
rise and stretch toward ‘the northwest—a 
black and sun-obscuring cloud a mile high 
and 60 miles long.

Two hundred Stookeys of the third, fourth 
and fifth generations met, many of them 
for the first time, and honored the mem- 
ory of Daniel Stookey on the 100th anni- 
versary of the day on which he settled 
on a hill near by and began the erection 
of a rude log abode, which still stands as 
@ mounment to his workmanship. 

Daniel Stookey left his people in Hagers- 
town, Md., in 1800, with his young wife and 
two children to seek a home in the distant 
West. He first stopped in Ohio and spent 
two years there, but the stories he heard 
there about the fertility of the soil of I!- 
linois prompted. him to press further west- 
ward. In St. Clair County, two miles from 
what is now the city of Belleville he found 


the fertility and the surroundings which he 


had been seeking, and settled down and 
created out of the primeval forest what 
has ever since been known as the Stookey 
homestead. 

His descendarts increased and in the 
course of time they were scattered all over 
the western states.

He was preoccupied with land that day, 
and did not want to talk church, but after 
he had the land he helped build one ) of the 
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nicest United Presbyterian churches in tue 
state and was one of the founders of Tarkio 
College, and has given to the church and 
the college $266,000. 

That was the beginning of the greatest 
farm in the world. In Atchison County 
David Rankin had found the soil which he 
considered best adapted to the raising of 
corn, and he wanted all he could get of It. 

Mr. Rankin was then living in Illinois. 
He had started life with a $62 colt, which 
his father had given him.* He had 
“swapped”’’ the colt for calves and had 
traded them for a pair of steers with which 
he tilled an 80-acre farm which he bought 
on credit. He says it was six weeks after 
he was married before he had enough 
money to buy a bread board. He ‘‘got his 
start’’ in Henderson County, Il. For a while 
he put money in bank, but that did not suit 
him, and when he got a chance he began 
buying land in Atchison County, Mo. 


It was not until 17 years ago that he 
took up his permanent residence in Atchi- 
son County. His holdings were large then, 
and he has been increasing them at every 
opportunity since. 

Prior to his removal there, he had or- 
ganized a town site company, and the town 
of Tarkio had been laid out on his land. 

New it is a town of 2000 people, with wide 
streets and elegant residences, fine churches 
and unusually intelligent people. 

It was after Mr. Rankin removed to 
Tarkio that his farming business was 
systematized and organized on its prerent 
pian. 

The farm is divided into 14 divisions, 
numbered from 1 to 14. Mr. Rankin Is as- 
sisted in the supervision of the entire farm 


by. William Kendall, who has been his 
general superintendent for 13 years. Each 
division or ranch is undec the direct charge 
of a foreman, John’ Linn, Luther Roberts, 
George Ross, Harry Kenney, B. B. Barnes, 
Yuba New, J. C. Cowden, R. M. New, 
Frank Shook, John Kendall, John Hunt, 
Walter Wreath and Joe Gigous are the fore- 
men, 

These are like the heads of departments 
in a great mercantile establishment.

They are educated and capa- 
ble men, and they receive from $50 a month 
to $1000 a year. One of them was formerly 
a bank clerk. Under their direction are 
200 employes. He pays them $25 to $30 a 
month, “‘wet and dry,"’ which means that 
they get paid when it rains and they dcn’t 
work ae well ag when it ts fair and they 
work. Mr. Rankin pays their board. 

It is 36 miles from one end of the Rankin 
farm to the other. Something over 20,- 
00) acres are in Atchison County, Mo. A 
few years ago Mr. Rankin found that the 
State of Missouri was too small for him, 
and he bought almost 38000 acres across in 
Iowa in Fremont County. 

On the 14 ranches are about 3% houses. 
On each there is a good house for the 
foreman and his family and a large house 
where the employes are boarded by the 
wife of one of them, who !s paid $2.50 a 
week for each man by Mr. Rankin. 

The “home ranch” lies on three sides of 
Tarkio, and extends as far as one can 
gee. 

It requires 700 teams to do the work on 


this 23,000-acre farm. Mr. Rankin has @ 
liking for the Missouri mule and most of 
the teams are mule teams, but he also has 
a large number of good horses. 

The running expenses are $300 a day. 
There are times when $100 is the cost of 
feed every day. 

Three thousand dollars a year are spent 
for chain harness. There is not a leather 
trace on the Rankin farm. Leather is 
never used where chains can be used. The 
roads are not the best in northern Mis- 
souril, but bad roads are never permitted 
to interfere with work on the Rankin farm, 
There are enough horses on the farm to 
pull anything through any kind of a road. 
It is only a question of having harness 
which will hold together when the weight 
of a six-horse team is thrown on it. 

Mr. Rankin made up his mind quite early 
that leather harness wouldn't do and chain 
harness has been a Rankin trademark ever 
since. 

He permits no drinking or gambling on 
the farm if he can help it. A man who 
drinks has small chance of remaining long 
in his employ and no chance at all of pro- 
motion. 

The 700 teams draw 100 of Mr. 
wagons with the chain harness. 

The chief product of*the farm is corn. 
There is a wheat fleld of 2000 acres, and 
the rest of the ground is sown with clover, 
timothy and blue grass. Land is permitted 
to rest while being used for pasture for 
four years. 

On his 14,000 acres of corn field Mr. _ Rankin 


Rankin’'s 


raises about 400,000 bushels of corn. That 
is about half as much as he needs to feed 
his cattle. He buys all the corn hig neigh- 
bors will sell 1im and then goes to the 
market for corn. One year he purehased 
438,000 bushels of corn. He is largest 
cattle shipper who feeds his own and 
it takes a lot of corn to live up to that dis- 
tinction. At times from 3000 to 8000 bushels 
of corn are fed a day. 

It takes 25,000 bushels of corn for seed. 
On one acre he raises as much as 140 bush- 
els of as fine corn as is raised anywhere in 
the United States. 


In busy seasons, in addition te Mig 700 
teams, he hires all the horses We @an at $1 
a day. 

He has invested $50,000 in machinery. He 
buys only the latest and best ry. 
Lately he has been giving his at- 
tention to two-row cultivators aad twe-row 
listers. About these he is pot eae He

Every year Mr. Rankin feeds from ‘$000 
to 10,000 head of cattle on the farm and 
twice cr three times as may hogs. Many 
of the cattle are bought afd fed and sold 
again, but all the hogs aré raised on the 
farm. The sales of hogs amount to $80,000 
a year.

The report also shows the rank of each 
ranch, based on the ratio between expenses 
and profits, and there is always a keen 
competition between the different foremen 
for high rank. Last year first rank was 
held by the home ranch. 

Memoranda on the back of the report in- 


dicates that the ‘profits last year were | 


$64,337.08. There have been years when the 
profits were above $100,000. 

Every morning Mr. Rankin is in his 
buggy at 5 and at his office at 6 o'clock. 
Every night he is there at 8 o'clock to look 
over the mall which comes in on the late 
evening train. The rest of the day he is in 
the office only at long Intervals. Nearly 
every day he is ranging about the country 
visiting the different ranches, always in 
his two-horse @ilapidated buggy. Some- 
times he is gone two days on a trip to the 
ranches. Everywhere he goes he gives 
personal directions about the work on the 
ranches.

In addition to being a farmer he is pres 
dent of the Tarkio Bank, and ts interested 
in a brick and tile works, in the electrie 
light. plant, In the waterworks and in the 
independent telephone exchange. 

He has bullt an auditorium and a few 
business blocks In the town. 

His benefactions have been large. To 
Tarkio College he has given $16,000, and 
has a standing offer to give a dollar for 
every dollar given by anybody else.

They were instituted for 
the convenience of the farmer, but it was 
left to the enterprising merchant in the 
large cities to establish the wonderful de-

Shoes and gloves 
followed in addition to the diversified stock 
of the dry goods stores and soon the de- 
pattment store with its endless line of 
things developed. 

A store of 30 or 40 departments represents 
just so many different stores, as each de- 
partment is conducted on a separate basis 
and entirely independent of any other de- 
partment. 


The department stores are models of 
convenience for the busy shopping woman. 
They are arranged so that the shopping 
hours will be pleasant and profitable. 

After a busy morning of buying and 
sampling the shopper finds the noon hour 
at hand, and lunch must be had before 
starting for home. She retires to the 
“rest room,” a room formerly called the 
waiting room, where she checks her wraps 
and arranges her dress and hair. 

These rest rooms are fitted up with all 
the modern conveniences of a woman's pri- 
vate boudoir, and are a great comfort to 


the shoppers who patronize the department 
. stores. 


waiting to assist the tired shopper who 
wishes to refresh herself before taking the 
car or carriage to her home. 

From the rest room the shopper goes to 
the restaurant in the basement of the 
store, where, for a reasonable price she 
may obtain a nice lunch. A soda fountain 
serves refreshing drinks in the summer 
months, and hot beverages in the winter. 

Advertising is one of the most important 
features of the department store, and the 
sale of goods depends cnfirely on the ad- 
vertisoments, as the clerks are cautioned 
against urging a customer to make any 
purchases. This is done to allow the cus- 
tomers to make their own choice of the 
articles that they see on the counters. 

In many of the eastern stores a complete 
hospital is maintained for the care of 
women who may be taken ill or who may 
be accidentally injured. “ The hospital has a 
complete operating room and medical as- 
sistance is always within call. Telephones 
are connected with a number of doctors’ 
offices, and in less than three minutes a 
doctor is on the floor, ready to ar ist anyone 
who needs medica! ald. 

Adjoining the hospital is a nu ery, where 
mothers may have their childr n cared for 
while they shop.

For the amusement of the clerks, who 
have an hour for lunch, there is fitted up in 
most of the Chicago stores a music room, 
where they may dance among themselves. 
A library, containing ali the newest books 
and many classic works, is open to the 
clerks who may wish to read instead of 
going out on the street. 

For the men and boys there is a gymna- 
sium, where they may exercise and bathe 
before going back to their work. 

In one of the New York stores there is a 
school conducted regularly for the cash 
boys and younger clerks who wish to im- 
prove their knowledge. The attendance is 
not forced, but the school room is always 
crowded during the hour set aside for the 
instructions, which are given by a gradu- 
ated teacher. 

The common school branches are taught, 
such as reading, spelling, grammar, geogra- 
phy and arithmetic.

A_recent Associated Press cablegram to the Post-Dispatch from 
Rome announced that Father Harty would probably be appointed aux- 
iliary to Rt. Rev. John J. Kain, the archbishop of St. Louis, and if he 
is the office carries with it the title of bishop. 

The announcement from Rome has not been fully credited by the 
Catholic clergy of St. Louis. It is gnown that the archbishop applied 
for an auxiliary last March, but it is considered that the chances for 
the appointment are about equal between Father Joseph A. Connolly 


of St. Teresa’s parish and Father 


Archbishop Kain has not been well in months. 


Harty. 
He suffers with 


partial paralysis, and as recently as 10 days ago his condition was quite 

‘alarming. He is incapacitated at times to such an extent, that an assist- 
ant has become a necessity in his work. This assistant would have 
none but spiritual power, but he would take a great deal of work off 
the archbishop’s hands, even in this. 


HE archdiocese of St. Louis is eagerly 
awaiting to hear who shall be ap- 
pointed assistant to Archbishop Kain. 

The archbishop has admitted that he made 
@ request for an auxiliary, and the ap- 
pointment is expected every day. 

The priest who is mentioned in the As- 
sociated Press dispatches as the probable 
appointee to this position is the Rev. 
Father J. J. Harty. There is no better 
known or more popular priest in St. Louis 
than he. Born and reared in St. Louis, 
doing his first church work in St. Bridget’s 
parish and subsequently building up St. 
Leo’s until it is one of the finest parishes 
in the city, Father Harty has proven his 
great worth, and has become personally 
known to thousands of St. Louisans, 

Father Harty is 57 years of age, tall and 
finely proportioned. He has dark-light hair, 
plentifully sprinkled with gray. His face 
is ful!, kind and gentle. He has a sym- 
pathetic manner and a deep, full voice. He 
recajives a yisitor with two hands inclosing 
that of his guest. 

Father Harty is one of the strong men 
of the Catholic Chureh in St. Louis. He 
has been a worker. He has had executive 
capacity. He virtually made St. Leo's 
parish, going there 10 years ago when much 
f the parish was vacant lots, persuading 
‘eal estate holders to build houses and then 
vringing his people into the houses. 

He started out with 150 families, and now 
ne has 800. The St. Leo’s Church property 
is one of the finest in the city, and the new 
St. Leo's School, opened a few days ago, 
‘8S a splendid building, sheltering 700 pu- 
dis. St. Leo's is just full of organization, 
nstitutional organization, social, literary, 
eligious and athletic. Father Harty is a 
reat organizer of such things. 

He has two bowling alleys itn the base- 
nent of the new schoc! building. St. Leo's 
has a choir made up of the young people, a 
boys’ choir of % voices, 20 Knights of 
Father Mathew and 10 junior knights, a)! 
pledged to temperance; a literary lyceum 
meeting thre times a week; a married 
man's society, a married women’s soctlety, 
a glee club, a football team, a baseball 
team, a big annual bazar—all serving to 
knit together the people of St. Leo's parish. 
Father Harty is proud of these and of the 
prosperity and utility of purpose they have 
brought about in St. Leo's. 

Father Harty wae educated at the St. 
Louis University and St. Vincent's Sem- 
inary at Cape Girardeau, Mo. It is a coin- 
cidence that he went through school at 
both these places with Father Connolly, 
who is regarded as having an equal chance 
with him for the appointment as auxiliary 
to the archbishop. The appointment, - of 
course, is a matter of which Father Con- 
nelly and Father Harty xnow nothing at 
all ané presume to say nothing. 

Father Connolly is the pastor of St. Te- 


resa’s Church. While Fether Harty is at 
Twenty-third and Mullanphy streets, Fath- 
er Connolly is out at North Market and 
Grand avenue. The new 68st. Teresa's 
Church there is one of the finest in,the 
city. 

Father Connolly is not a great deal un- 
like Father Harty in appearance. He is 
large and strong, full-faced, blue-eyed, 
dark-haired and scholarly. He has shown 
at St. Teresa’s that same executive capacity 
which enabled Father Harty to make a 
success of St. Leo’s. He has organized in 
\his church much the same institutions, and 
ithe relation of ‘is parish toward him is 

uch the same as that in which Father 
Harty is held at St. Leo’s. 

The pecple of St. Teresa’s parish would 
rather see Father Harty appointed, because 
it would save to them Father Connolly. 
For the same reason the people in St. Leo's 
parish would rather Father Connolly were 
appointed. They do not like the prospect 
of losing Father Harty. 

That the appointment should lie, as it is 
said to lie, between these men is a continu- 
ation of coincidences that have associated 
them almost from boyhood. In their first 
years they were in the same house in 8t. 
Bridget’s parish, both being assistant 
priests of the parish. They went from there 
to build up parishes of their own. Now the 
archbishop wants a good man to be his 
assistant, and everybody expects that either 
Father Harty or Father Connolly will be 
named. 

The St. Louis diocese, or more properly, 
the archdiocese, is composed of the states 
of Missouri and Kansas. If one of the St. 
Louls priests is made auxiliary to the arch- 
bishop of the diocese with the rank of 
bishop, it will be an addition to a long and 
honorable list of contributions which the 
diocese has made to the roll of Catholic 
notables in the United States. 

Rt. Rev. Patrick J. Ryan, Archbishop of 
Philadelphia, is one of the notable St. Louis 
contributions to the Catholic hierarchy in 
America. He came to St. Louis from lowa 
a sub-deacon, and went from this city to 
Philadelphia after serving for many years 
as the coadjutor bishop of the diocese. 
Archbishop Ryan is regarded as, perhaps, 
the greatest orator in the Catholic Church 
in America. He has a national reputation 
as speaker, churchman and wit. 

Rt. Rev. John G. Hogan, who recently re- 
tired from the bishopric of St. Joseph dio- 
cese and is now living in retirement in 
Kansas City, was educated in the St. Louis 
diocese, at Carondelet Seminary, and was 
ordained in St. Louis. 

Rt. Rev. J. J. Hennessy, Bishop of Wich- 
ita, Kan., began his church career as a 
priest at St. John’s Church, in St. Louis. 
He was educated at St. Vincent's Seminary 
at Cape Girardeau, Mo., and at St. Francis 
Seminary at Milwaukee, Wis.

MUST confess that before taking hold

nation as its President has been lost, and 
all the women of a local historical so- 


ciety and all the “oldest settlers,”” who 
vught to know if anybody would, can’t 
find it aghin. 


The oldest settlers know where it “ought 
to be,”’ and can come within a section of 
land,. which is a matter of &0 acres, of 
putting their fingers on the spot, but that 
is not exact enough for the patriotic la- 
dies, and they are in despair with a monu- 
ment on their hands until the proper place 
can be found to erect it. 


The fact that no one knows just where 
Lincoln's first home in Illinois was lo- 
cated was disclosed when the Decatur 
chapter of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution made up their minds that the 
spot should De designated with a suitable 
shaft. bearing an inscription to tell coming 
generations that here was reared the roof 
that, humble as it was, took the place of 
the bed of his father’s “‘mover's” wagon 
as a shelter of the future President. 


Until the “Lincoln cabin” was put up 
the family of the young raileplitter had 
no permanent habitation in Illinois. They 
were of the type known as “movers.” 
Young Lincoln's mother had died and his 
father took another wife. 


William Hanks, a relative of Nancy 
Hanks, Abraham Lincoln's mother, had 
previously emigrated to Illinols from Ken- 
tucky.

Nearly 12,000 children were born in St. 
Louls in the past 10 years, according to the 
records in the St. Louis mortuary office. 

According to these records, not one child 
was born in Westmoreland place during 
that time. 

Six children have been born on Cabanne 
avenue in 10 years. 

Eight children have been born in Vande- 
venter place in 10 years. 

If the children of the aristocratic neigh- 
borhoods venture out in front of their 
homes for fresh air and a short walk, they 
are in charge of a nurse or a governess, 

In the Ashley building the halls are 
crowded with children. ‘The halls of the 
building are the only playgrounds they 
know. They shout, yell, laugh and scream 
until the walls shake. 

On Biddle street children are like a swarm 
of bees. The passer-by can scarcely walk 
along the streets for them, and traffic Is 
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at times interfered with. They romp and 
play at will on the sidewalk and in the 
street, their only playground. Their shouts, 
laughter and cries can be heard above the 
din of that busy thoroughfare. 

In the Ashley building, occupying a space 
of one-half of a city, block, 149 births are 
recorded in 10 years. Many children whose 
home is in the Ashley building were born 
in the Female Hospital. 

According to records one-eightieth of the 
children born in St. Louls during the past 
10 years were born in the Ashley building. 

Two-thirds of the inhabitants of the Ash- 
ley building are children. The building is 
fairly alive with them.

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In 1899 the.law was so amended that’ we 
were able to punish ministers and jus- 
tices who failed to make’ returns.

The grandjury sent for’ the parties tak- 
ing out the licenses and they told: what 
minister 6r justice maygled' them.

Prvof of marriage is required in pension 
cases. <A certificate from the recorda: ig 
admitted as proof, but not an unsupported 
marriage certificate. But where no return 
has been made we cannot certify that there 
was a marriage. You have no idea what a 
lot of trouble failure to return marriage 
licenses, after marriage, products. Widows 
come here to prove thelr marriage, that 
they may get pensions. 

When they have marriage licenses we 
have them brought to us, and if mar- 
riage can be proven enter up the return. 
Then we issue certificates upon this entry. 

Church records and witnesses are often 
unavailable. A woman from the central 
part of the state who was. at starvation 
point brought us a certificate of marriage 
that the rats had eaten to 80 great an 
extent that the date was defaced. There 
was a “J’’ that might have stood for Jan- 
vary, June or July. We found for her a 
clerk of the justice of the peace. He 
swore to the marriage on a certain month 
and we entered a return of her certificate 
and certified it to the pension depurtment 
and she got her pension. 

In spite of the marriage license law there 
is a great deal of sliipshod procedure con- 
nected with it. .There should be a duyjili- 
cate sect of books, one for. the inspection 
of the public and one for deposit in.a vault 
accessible only to the clerks of the re- 
corder. The books we. now have are ac- 
cessibie to anyone. They have never been 
mutilated, but there is. nothing to pre- 
vent cutting from them the record of any 
marriage. =.

N a recent issue of the London Times the Merchants’ Exchange vi gaan 
out as a model for the world. A portion of the article is here quoted: 


N the discussion of the competition of 
America with the Old World enough 
attention has not been given to the 

organization, methods and efficiency of 
commercial bodies in cities. They are so 
widely distributed that there are few 
places of 40,000 or more inhabitants with- 
out them. 

The general system is everywhere the 
same. They include a membership of vol- 
untary ovttributors engaged in every 
‘branch of business; a highly-paid secretary 
with a small but efficlent working staff; 
fe¢s never exacting, but; when drawn 
from a large number, considerable in the 
@vgregate; close relation with the trans- 
portation’ companies and their managers; 
careful attention to statistics on every- 
thing relating to business or its promotion; 
‘ watchfulness to prevent existing industries 
from. leaving the town or its neighbor- 
‘hood, combined with encouragement of the 
removal of new ones from other places, 

In addition, there is among these bodies. 
an almost unconscious tendency to promote 
co-operation and unity. There are so many 
of these bodies that almost any live manu- 
facturing or commercial place might be 
taken at random as a type. 

But, in order to fully Mustraite the 
methods, I have chosen the city of St. 
Louls. The fourth city in the union in 
population, it perfectly illustrates the con- 
ditions to be found in smaller places, no 
less than the three above it in population 
“and, therefore, in nominal rank, though not 
in industry, activity and ambition, the 
success of its directing forces, or the com- 
fort of its working population. 

Although it is in the interior it has to 
deal with transportation by both rail and 
river. Besides St. Louls has illustrated

This makkes it thoroughly representative, 
and fits iq to conserve the commercial in- 
terests in its neighborhood, with its large 
area and nections. The exchange has 
always moted every enterprise which 
could advance the material interests of the 
district. 

This has ‘been done by the organization 
of companieés, by the use of its influence in 
procuring new railway connections, and the 
extension of steamboat and barge lines on 
the Mississippi river. It has been done 
without raising or giving any financial as- 
sistance whatever. 

As the Exchange is primarily a trading 
organization, merchants gather there every 
day to transact business. This includes 
the sale and purchase of commodities, ar- 
rangements for transportation and insu- 
rance, and every operation that can pro- 
mote commercial development, 

The amount of merchandise received the 
day before is posted before the early morn- 
ing meetings, so that the members are ad- 
vised of the kind and quantity of grain and 
other products on the market and for sale 
on that day, while sales are made fer fu- 
ture delivery as well as for cash. 

Twenty-three railroads have their termini! 
in St. Louis itself. Every morning the 
managers of these send to the Exchange 
a statement showing in classified detail the 
receipts of all kinds of merchandise for 
the preceding day, and others setting forth 
the amount forwarded during the same 
period, 

These are tabulated, each being given 
credit for its own business, and the ag- 
gregates show the amount of the inbound 
and outgoing freight. These are so pre- 
pared every day that at the end of the 
month it is only a momeht’s work to 
ascertain the quantity of any given ar- 
ticle received during the month, its origin 
and the routes by which it came. The 
Same system is applied to the receipts 
and shipments by steamboats\and barges. 

Whenever a new road or new boat 
or barge line is started, the Exchange 
at once makes arrangements to obtain 
from it the information furnished by those 
already in the field. In no case in the 
history of the system has it been re- 
fused. In addition to these dally reports, 
the railroads furnish té the Exchange cor- 


It is interesting to see’ how complete 
these statistical«returns’ are, and espe- 
cially how promptly they are compiled and 
published. As the game method is pug: 


sued in every other town of importance, 


and a general exchange of reports is‘ ar- 
ranged between the different bodies, it is 


easy to understand what complete infor- 
mation the business elements, whether in 


or out of the Exchange, have at their com- 


mand, at all times, thréugh their own me- 
diums, and at their own cost. 

For instance, on the first day: of July of 
each year a statement is made: showing 
the business of the preceding six months. 
In like manner, on the frst day of Janu- 
ary the business of the preceding year is 
known and ready for publication in the 
newspapers. 

An important element is the issue‘of an 
annual report, setting forth all this infor- 
mation, so far as it concerns the imme- 
diate community and its conmeatiors,. te- 
gether with a vast amount of general sta- 
tistics relative to the entire country. This 
includes careful comparison wih previovs 
periods. There is less delay in the pub- 
lication of these returns than there is in 
the issue of the monthly report of imports 
and exports by the governments of Great 
Britain and the United States. As a rule 
the latter are not issued until the 7th or 
Sth of the menth immediately following, 
while those compiled by the vartotis ex- 
changes are ready on the day after the 
completion of any given period, whether 


it is a week, a month, a half-year, or a 
year. 


The volumes showing the last-named gen- 
erally run to about 300 pages of text and 
tables, and are distributed within a very 
short time after the end of each year, with 
the reports and recommendations of of- 
ficers and committees based upon the work 
done. They also include reports-in detall 
of the most important meetings held dur- 
ing the year. Ron 

Another body engaged tn promoting trade 
fellowship and development is the Busi- 
ness Men's League, which has been in ex- 
istence about ten years. Among its pur- 
poses are promotion of commercial inter- 
ests, opposition to discrimination by any 
corporation or association and hurtful 
legislation and taxation; co-operation with 
transportation interests throughout the 
several state and territories tributary to 
this market; the entertainment of distin- 
guished visitors; encouragement to the 
holding of conventions and like gatherings; 
answers to inquiries from the corporations 
or individuals who may desire to change 
from one place to another, and: the fos- 
tering pf all enterprises of all kinds, wheth- 
er magufacturing or distributive. 

This body has a much smaller member- 
ship than the other body. Its annual fees 
produce about $16,000 a year, which provides 


in the district. 


It also collects funds for special pur- 
poses, having during its ten years of ex- 


istence paid out $250,000 for advertising and 
entertainment. 

It directs attention to the advantages of 
the district for public purposes, 1, ¢., for 
army and internal improvements, and other 
matters which may be of interest. 

It keeps in close touch with Congress 
and with the bills introduced into state 
legislatures’ from time to time, especially 
those imposing licenses on commercial 
travelers or levying taxes upon outside 
enterprises. It maintains also relations 
with cabinet officers, members of Congress 
and prominent state officials. 

A special duty. assumed by-it relates to 
claims against railroads for discrimina- 
tion, or for overcharges, not only in the 
states immediately surrounding, but in 
those as remote as: Texas,’a thousand 
miles away. . 

I feel sure that nothing contributes more 
to keep the American people » thoroughly 
abreast with their own concerns and, to 
some extent, with those of other coun- 
tries, than do these commercial bodies, 
working on lines which have thus been 
set forth. 

For this reason, if for no other, they de- 
serve the most careful attention. If a few 
copies of the reports of these bodies’ docu- 
ments, readily procured by writing to their 
secretaries, were studied in this country 
the result could only be good. 


ONLY 3 LIVING MONARCHS

In accordance with an ancient custom 
King Christian of Denmark, the dean of 
living rulers, was simply . proclaimed King 
in 1863 on. the steps of the palace at Chris- 
tianborg. 

In like manner Francis Joseph of Austria 
was proclaimed King and Emperor in De- 
cember, 1818, but was not crowned.

The juice of 
a lemon will take the stains away and not 
make the nails opaque. I hcpe Sunday Post- 
Dispatch readers who have written about 
treatment of finger nails will consider this 
advice addressed to each one. . 


Sharp instruments are dangerous for nails. 
Never use a sharp instrument under the 
nails, The reason for this is that the sharp 
blade not only injures the delicate surface 
but roughens it, with the result thut the 

rough surface attracts dust and foreign 

particles and it is almost impossible to 
keep the nails clean where the under sur- 
face has been thus. injured. 

Care of the’ Nalls.—To keep the n- is in 
good condition they should be manicured 
twice a week and once 4 day, after washing 
the hands, the thin membrane at their base 
should be gently. pushed back with the ivory 
presser, and the nails polished with the 
chamois leather rubber. If a govud nail

Mix thoroughly, add 16 grains of 
carmine and a few drops of oil of rose, if @ 
perfume is desirable. Sift through silk 
bolting. cloth. 

Rose Cosmetic for the Nails.—Spermacetl, 
% of an ounce; white wax, % of an ounce; 
oil of almonds (sweet), 6 ounces; alkanite 
root, 2 ounces; oil of rose,1 dram. Melt the 
first four ingredients, strain, beat until 
nearly cold, then add the oil of rose, pour 
into wide-mouthed procelain or jars. 

Recipe for Natl Bleach —Cieric acid, ® 
grains; rose water, 1 ounce, 

Mix and use further diluted. A nail bleach 
as strong asthe one for which recipe is 
given, if used frequently, will give the nails 
an opaque or eggshell appearance.
